Fourth of July Contention Has a 
'Hot Time" 



BRYAN SAYS "IT WAS SUDDEN. 



4 WILLIAM JKNNING8 BRYAN, of Nebraska, for President. 
ADLAI E. STEVENSON, of IllinoiB, for Vice-President. 
The chief center of interest on the glorious Fourth this year was 
the assembling in convention of the Democratic forces at Kansas City. 
Large crowds were in attendance and there was everything but a dull 
time experienced. It had been hoped that the nomination of Bryan 
for President would occur on that historic day and so make one more 
link in the chain of liberty by forging another blow for independence, 
but that plan was frustrated by a wrangle among the members of the 
committee on platform which caused some delay. 

It was in the privacy of these closely guarded rooms that the real 
fifcL- of the convention was made, the issue being the keynote of the 
campaign— imperialism and all the antis or free silver. Bryan from 
his new front porch at Lincoln manipulated the wires. He would stand 
on free silver or nothing and the silver tongued orator, who ,from his 
vantage point of eloquence, magnetism and a four year's ceaseless striv- 
ing to win the hearts of his party, carried his point by one vote. Free 
silver will be the paramount issue again and over this well worn and 
out-of-date campaign cry will the Republicans ride to victory on the 
safe and magnificent steed — prosperity. 

Wednesday, the 4th, was spent in arranging the platform which ap. 
pears in this issue. It is clear and to the point. It is anti-everything 
and makes the free silver again an all important issue. It is the '96 
Chicago platform emphasised. 

On Thursday William Jennings Bryan was placed in nomination 
by Oldham of Nebraska. This motion was greeted with prolonged ap- 
plause and the nomination was made by acclamation. Mr. Bryan was 
not present and received the news quietly at his home at Lincoln. 
* Thursday was spent in an effort to secure a Vice-Presidential nom- 
f inee which was effected at half past two in the afternoon wh«n Adlai 
Stevenson, of Illinois, Grover Cleveland's running mate, was given the 
honor of making the race with Bryan. Stevenson, Hill, Towne, Pat- 
rick and Lewis were all placed in nomination and numerous eloquent 
seconding speeches were made. David B. Hill of New York, would 
have received the nomination but in a brief but decisive speech, he 
urged the convention to recall his name. For personal reasons and he 
believed it best for the party, he declined the nomination. After Hill's 
refusal the convention nominated Vice-President Adlai Steven- 
son on the first ballot. Stevenson was at the home of his 
his son-in-law, Rev. Martin Hardin, at Lake Minnetonka when wired of 
nomination. He remarked that he had not been a candidate but 
would a ccept the nomination and do his best to secure the election of 
the Democratic ticket— Bryan and Stevenson.

•oiigu the S.sts printed matter ur«inn Urn repeal of the 
:tion Law ami ihe adoption of a fair election law. None of us 
are potitU iane, omoe-licMera or offic« seekers. This committee has nothinK to do 
with tith.r party, or the Honest Election league, or any corporation, or any politi- 
cal orgaiiiz*iioi.. We are simply private citiien* who feel interested in the peace, 
welfare, and «<x>d name of the t tate. Moat of ua are Democrats, but we all believe 
that the Got bel Law is essentially undemocratic; that it has already brou|<ht great 
trouble unou our p -ople; mat so long as it stands we sha'l have no peace, that 
there can be no fair reiiaon for retaining it. upon the statute books, and thatalimen 
should dtsire its repeal. That the law is undemocratic is plain upon its face. It 
gives absolute control ol the appointment of all election officers everywhere in ti e 
State toa Central Board of threefitate EI«2tion Commissioners (Messrs. Poyn'z 
YonlE, and Fulton) who were not elected by tl.e peeple, who are not reepon-ible 
to the people, who can not be removed by the people. It gives these three men 
also the supreme power to make the final count of votes in all contested elections, 
and 10 declare who shall have the offices and who shall not. The only exception 
to this rule is in the case of a contested election of governor or lieutenant governor, 
which the Constitution provided ehsll be determined by the legislature; but ihe, 
members of the legislature get their credentials from county election commissioi - 
era whom the State Board appoints and may remove at will at any instant. If one 
of the board dies or resigns, the people i au not fill hie place. It is filled by ti e 
other two. If two die or resign, their places are filled by the other one. When 
Pryor and Ellis resigned, l'oyntz exercised the extraordinary power of appointing 
Fulton and Yonts to their places. 

Ihe principle of the law is undemocratic, and no amendment yet suggested 
can make it democratic. No amendment can do so which does not rea ly amount 
to a total repeal. It takes from the people of each county the right they alwnye 
before had, to elect their own countv officer (formerly their county judge) to ap- 
point the election officers for each precinct in the county. Until the (ieobel Law 
was enacted the people of each county, upon discovering anv unfairness or fraud in 
the appointment ol election officers in that county, always had it in their power to 
punish the fraud by defeating the in m who committed it at tb<> next election. Un- 
der the Ucebel Law that power is taken from them. If the State Board wants fraud, 
it has only to appoint men on the county boards who are willing to do its bidding. 
If they refuse, the State Board can remove them at any moment. In a word, the 
Goebel Law subjects every election in every county in the State to the arbitrary 
power of the three members of the State Board, and then makes them the final 
judges to say who is elected in every caw, save only in the case of Governor or 
Lieutenant Governor. The Cur of Rusiia has not a more absolute power over his 
subjects than these three Election Commissioners could exercise over the people 
ol Kentucky, p ov dtd tbty !nr- t'i • deposition t~> ex*rciss it an I are not afraid to 
do it. Such a dependence of popultr rights upon the will of three men (however 
good and wise) whom the people can -not elect, must not only be abhorrent to 
every man who really believes in the most essential of all Democratic principles, 
the right of the people to be governed by men of their own choosing, but it is 
political slavery. Will true Kentuckians approve it ? Ought they do so ? Should 
nut every man. who loves his State, who believes in free ttovernment, who would 
have the people of Kentucky a free people, who believes in fair play, use b : s ir. 
fluence for the r- peal ol this law T We make no appeal as party men In this 
emergency parties are nothing to us. There are men who can not undertsand 
this sentiment. We trust there are many who can and will. We appeal to the 
moral sense ol the people. We accuse no one. We defend no one. We recognize 
the errors, the wrong-, the crimes of politicans of both parties. But we believe that 
the great mass of men of both parties want what is honorable, right and fair. It is 
these that we earnestly urge to consider what we say aud to me every endeavor to 
secure the prompt and total repeal of this undemocratic and dangerous election law. 
It has already do le great harm. If it is not repealed, it will do far greater harm 
hereafter. It was a Democratic measure, and therefore our main appeal must needs 
be to Democrats. We ask each of these to calmly consider whether the honor aud 
the peace ol our State would not be furthered by the repeal of the law. We ask 
him whether its retention will uot be a plain confession of weakness bv the Demo- 
cratic party, and prove that it is afraid of the people on a fair vote and a fair count? 
We ask him if it would not even prove that the Democratic part y-the party which 
in former years, under a fair el ctiou law, alwajs honestly carried the State by 
large majorities— has been uraaged down by its short-P'glited and selfish leaders to 
the dishonorable practice of securing by u false count offices which they formerly 
won in battle'.' II that is not the purpose of those leaders who oppose the repeal of 
the law, we ask every fair-minded Democrat why those leaders are unwilling to let 
the people of each county elect the man or men who are to appoint the election 
officers for that count}? Why do they want to leave pi *er over elections in the 
bands of three men on the State board, all of whom, or a controlling majority of 
whom, are Democrat*? 

No amendment which does not amount to a repeal will leave the law anything 
but what it now is—despotic. The amendment proposed by Senator Blackburn and 
recommended by the recent Dem >cr<»tic Convention, to the effect that the Republi. 
can partv shall be given a minority representation on the State Board, is puerile. 
It would not only leave complete control ol the board's action in the hands of the 
Democratic msjoriiy of its members, but it does not answer the objection that the 
board is not elected by the people, is not responsible to the people, and has power 
to nullify the votes ol the people. 

Aram, the law is not only undemocratic; on its face it is unfair. To leave to 
partisans of one party the appointment of al! the election officers of the State is 
plainly unfair. It can not but result in fraud Such frands are sure to provoke 
more bad fee'ing and probably bloodshed. The State must suffer. It will take 
years for Kentucky to recover from the bPd effects of what has already occurred 
under the Goebel Law It would be sheer msdness for the great body of Demo- 
crats to permit a few s< lti<h leaders to prevent the repeal of a law which party 
policy as well as fair dealing and the peace and good name of the State demand. 

Our regular judges under the Constitution are elected by the people. The 
county judge is elected by the people of the county. If the county is Democratic, 
the judge will be Democratic. If it is Republican, he will be a Republican. The 
circuit judge is elected by the people ol bis circuit, and will be of the party hav- 
ing a majority in that circuit. The same is true of the Court of Appeals judges 
This is as it should be. The judge being elected by the people is responsible to the 
people and can be defeated lor re election if they wish. This is democracy; true 
home-rule democracy. But although not called judges, the most powerful judges 
in Kentucky are the three State Election Commissioners who are above the peo- 
ple and judge of elections. Every judge in Kentucky will hereafter depend lor 
his place on the oerti fiesta of these three men. They can control the election of 
the legislators who are to decide contests for governor and lieutenant goven or, 
and, every four years, re-elect State election commissioners even more ea ily than 
they control the election of other State officer; for ad they have to do is to make 
the county election commissioners give certificates of election to a majority of legis- 
lative candidates who are pledged to re-lect them. That majority can then decide 
who shall be legislators, and turn out any man whom they can not control. No t 
only are these three State Election Comuiusionere the most powerful judges in the 
stale, whose decision upon the vital question of elections is final and not review- 
able by any of the courts provided by the Constitution, but they constitute the 
only court in Kentucky which the very object of the law is to make partisan. To 
any man who has a sense ol justice this is appalling. 

Suppose the Constitution of the State, instead of allowing the people to elect 
them, had provided that the judges of the Couit of Appeals should all be Demo- 
crats or all Republicans; would the fair-minded people of Kentucky ever have ap- 
proved it? And vet we have seen that the State Board of Election Commissioners, 
in the all-important matter of elections, is above the Court of Appeals. That court 
holds itself powerless to correct any injustice or any fraud, however flagrant, which 
these three all-powerful State Election Commissioners may perpetrate. The spirit 
of Anglo Saxon liberty is desd, indeed, in Kentucky, if, after all we have witness- 
ed under t iis Goebel Election Law, the people will longer tolerate it orany pre- 
tended modification of it. 

Not as partisans, but as citmns who have an interest in the State, we appeal to 
you, not ss partisans but patriots, to jpeak out like men. Talk to your neighbors 
and demand of your leaders and representatives the unconditional repeal of this 
it merely as plainly the beat policy of the Democratic party, bnt as 
he peace, welfare, and honor of the State.

I. Let 
Hi Superintendent, then, but keep this 
aim Wi li in view, and success, aa a ml*-, 
is already assured. He strikes the note, 
as it were, to which the School, ae a 
whole, will in more or less perfect tmas- 

eftioers uuder him, for it is upon these 
that his qualities as a leader roust most 
directly tell, but his influence by 
means ends with them. If less directly, 
none the less really is it felt and redact- 
ed, to a certain extent, throughout tl e 
Sclo ol; fur in the eyes of the pupil, and, 
in fact, of the world, the Superintendent 
must ever stand as an epitome of all for 
which the School is supposed to stand, 
an em hod i men t of all which it aims to 
teach. Hence the need of having men 
in this position who, while sadly con- 
scious, it may be, of failure to realize in 
full this high ideal, can say with an- 
other leader of old: "Not as though I 
had already attained, either were already 
perfect; but I press toward the mark." 

If this be his aim, he will feel no ef- 
fort too great to fit him for his high call- 
ing, no labor lost that will strengthen iU 
influence, or extend its scope. Remem-

By no means will it take the |" 
of, nor enable him to dispense with a 
single one of the qualities enumerated 
in connection with this subject when 
presented for our consideration. Rather 
will it reveal their value and importance. 

8urely will he flrat and all realise the 
importance of a moral life pure and 
above reproach, as the outward and visi- 
ble sign of service consecrated to the 
work of winning souls for Christ. 

Does it bear in any way upon the so- 
cial life ? Yes, necessarily ; for we know 
that none are different, while the young 
are particularly susceptible to tl 
qualities which go to make the outer 
man, and are known distinctively as "so- 
cial". Gentleness of manner, refinement 
of speech and conduct, a due regard 
personal appearance, and a loving heart 
writing its characters, as it ever will, on 
the countenance, are all just so many 
avenues for reaching others, and so 
many opportunities for example and in- 
fluence. In fact, it may be safely said a 
man who is morose and gruff in manner,

Surely consecration will never imply 
that its possessor may dispense with all 
that contributes to mental growth and 
intellectual development. As our cor- 
respondent baa said: "It is an age when 
the church and Christians demand the 
best in all things." He who would lead 
others, then, must surely see the need of 
cultivating every quality which shall fit 
him to guide and help those who follow 
him. Fortunately for us, moreover, it Is 
an age of wonderful intellectual help and 
stimulus. Nothing but supreme ludiffer- 
ence, or indolence, can leave ignorance 
supreme in this day of light Rather it 
ia difficult wisely to use the multiplied 
"helps", and not be bewildered by the 
sver increasing supply of literary and 
educational matter scattered almost 
broadcast through the land. It ia more 
need to keep some definite aim and pur- 
pose In view ; but tbs leader in Sunday- 
School work will do well to remember

Surely, again, Consecration by no 
means implies that he who has attained 
it may dispense with that gift known as 
"executive ability," and which must 
ever include that of judicial wisdom.
